giis EFFORT TO GET BEFORE THE 
HOUSE AGAIN. 


@he Maine Congressman Rises to a Question of 
Privilege, Under Which He Seeks io Straighten 
Out His Previous Misstatements—The 
Speaker Says He is Notin Order,

WASHINGTON, January 27.—In the house, 
the senate resolutions touching the death of 
Vice-President Hendricks were presented, and 
on motion of Mr. Holman, of Indiana, was 
laid upon the table for the present, and Mr. 
Jiolman gave notice that Tuesday next, he 
would ask the house to consider a similar res- 
olution. 

Mr. Bontelle, of Maine, rising to a question 
of privilege, quoted from the remarks made 
some days ago by Mr. Wise, of Virginia, de- 
nying that the dry dock at Norfolk had ever 
been destroyed. 

Mr. Cabell, of Virginia, called attention to 
the fact that his colleagne was not in the house, 
to which Mr. Boutelle replicd that what 
he had to say was simply 
in vindication of himself, and 
had nothing todo with the gentleman from 
Virginia (Wise). He did not intend to attack 
any gentleman in that gentleman’s absence. 
Mr. Boutelle, continuing, said the remarks 
which he had quoted had been telegraphed all 
over the country, and his (Boutelle’s) state- 
ments to the contrary had been widely anim- 
adverted upon. 

Mr. Herbert, Alabama, made a point of or- 
der thatthe gentleman had not stated any- 
thing which entitled him to the flooron a 
question of personal privilege. 

Mr. Boutelle, in speaking to the point of 
order, repeated that the animadversions had 
been made upon his intelligence and veracity. 
He did not exaggerate in saying that a 
number of publications had assumed that the 
statement he made had convicted 
him before the house and country of having 
trifled with the house, and having, at least, 
connived ata gross falsification of what onght 
to bea matter of familiar history. In vindi- 
cation of his veracity, of his good faith as «& 
member of the house, in vindication of the 
representations made by him, he desired to 
have printed in the Record some brief citations 
setting forth the fact of the destruction of the 
Norfolk navy yard by the rebels on the tenth 
and eleventh of May, 1862. 

After some further discussion, as to Mr. 
Boutelle’s right to proceed, the speaker held 
that he was not so entitled, as nothing that had 
been said by Mr. Wise attributed any improper 
motive to Mr. Boutelle. 

Mr. Hammond, of Georgia, suggested that 
the gentleman from Maine appeal, in order that 
he might see how unanimously the house would 
sustain the speaker. 

Mr. Browne, of Indiana, suggestod to Mr. 
3outelle that, in view ofthe anxiety manifest- 
ed by the otherside to get at the facts, he 
should ask unanimous consent to proceed. 

Mr McMillan, of Tennessee—“That will not 
be granted in the absence of Wise.” : 

Mr. Browne—‘“Nor in his presence either.” 

Mr. Cabell—‘'If the gentleman wants a new 
trial at the proper time, it will be granted.”’ 

Mr. Viele, of New York, from the committee 
on military affairs, reported a bill to aid inthe 
erection of a monument to General U.S. Grant 
in New York city. Committee of the whole. 

It appropriates half a million dollars to be- 
come available when the New York local mon- 
ument society shall have raised one-half that 
amount. — 

The house proceeded to the consideration of 
the bill declaring forfeited certain land grants 
to the states of Mississippi, Alabama and 
Louisiana, to aidin the construction of rail- 
roads. 

This bill is identical with that passed by the 
house in the forty-cighth congress, but the 
committee on public lands recommends an 
amendment excepting the Gulf and Ship island 
road. of Mississippi, from the operation of the 
bill. 

The debate continued in an uninteresting 
manvuer, no opposition being offered to the 
bil), and the discussion hinging’ entirely upon 
the propriety of exempting the Gulf and Ship 
Island road from forfeiture. 

Mr. Van Eaton, of 
strongly advocated the exemption, 
and stated that the whole ques- 
tlon reiative to that road could be thoroughly 
discussed when the bill now pending in com- 
mittee, extending the time within which the 
road may be completed, was brought before 
the house. The question being on the amend- 
ment ofAhe committee excepting the Gulf and 
Ship island xyoad, it was rejected—yeas 83, nays 
178. 

Mr. Holman offered an amendment that the 
lands restored tothe public domain shall be 
subject to entry and settlement under the pro- 
visions of the homestead law only, provided, 
however, that if the sales of any of such lands 
have heretofore been made by the United 
States, such sales are hereby confirmed. 

The amendment was adopted, and the bill

NICHES FOR STATUES. 


A Motion to Collect Busts of Deceased Vice- 
Presidents. 

WASHINGTON, January 27.—In the senate a 
resolution offered by Mr. Ingalls was agreed 
to, directing the committee on library to con- 
sider the subject of placing in the vacant 
niches of the senate chamber and its corridors 
busts of the vice-presidents of the United 
States and presidents pro-tempore of the sen- 
ate. 

Mr. Harrison’s substitute for his original 
resolution of inquiry as tothe administra- 
tion of the pension oflice was taken from the 
table, and without debate was agreed to. It 
directs the senate committee on expenditures 
of public money to make an inveatigation 
intg@the charges made by the new commis- 
sioner of pensions astothe former adminis- 
tration of that office. 

The electoral count bill came up in order, 
but was laid over till next Monday on account 
of theabsence of Mr. Edmunds and other 
£enators interested in the bill. 

Mr. Harrison-called up the bill for the ad- 
mission of Dakota. The bili having been 
read, Mr. Harrison addressed the senate in its 
Bupport. lie occupied the remainder of the 
day’s open session. 

Mr. Butler several times questioned Mr. 
Harrison upon the points made in his speech, 
and when Mr. Harrison had concluded Mr. 
Butler took the floor to reply. He yielded, 
however, to a motion for an executive session, 
which was agreed to. 

When the doors were reopened the senate 
adjouined. 

The senate confirmed the nominations of ex- 
Governor Bloxham, of Florida, to be surveyor 
general of Florida; J. G. Harris, register land 
office, Montgomery, Ala., and a large number 
of post masters, none of whose predecessors had 
been “removed” or “suspended.”

THE CIVIL SERVICE. 


The Commissioners Appear Before’ the 


House Committee. 

WASHINGTON, January 27.—The civil ser- 
vice commissioners teday appeared before the 
house committee on civil service reform, 
and explained the provisions and practical 
effect of the civil service act. 

They had embodied their views in a written 
statement, which was read to the committee. 
In this paper the commissioners say that the 
majority of the present commissioners have 
been in oftice but a short time, and are not 
prepared to speak from their own experience 
in respect to the complete adequacy of the law 
to the accomplishment of its declared purposes. 
They understand that their predecessors, 
upon whom devolvod the labor of construct- 
ing a practicable system for the administration 
of the law, found in their experience no rea- 
con for recommending any change in the act, 
and say the present commissioners have thus 
far found no reason for different opinions. At 
the same time they are not prepared to deny 
themselves the privilege of recommending 
changes hereafter, should they be deemed de- 
sirable. They urge that provision be made for 
an increase in the clerical force of the commis 
sion, and the especial importance of providing 
an assistant examiner, whose salary they say 
ehould not be less than 82,500 per annum. 

In reply to inquiries, the commissioners said 
they were opposed to removing the restriction 
which provides that no person over 45 years of 
age shall: be examined by the commission. While 
a few ‘persons over that age might properly be 
examined, they thought thatas a rule, men 
should not be appointed over thatage. There 


_ was only 10 per cent. of thedepartmental ser- 


vice in which a'special fitness was required,and 
the rule did not extend to these places. They 
called theattention of the committee to certain 
inequalities in the classification, and recom- 
mended that they be corrected. As as an in- 
stance of this they said that a man appointed 
copyist inthe treasury department would re- 
ceive $900 per annum, while the appointee to 
a similar position in the postoftice department 
would receive only $720. The commissioners 
said that five out of every twenty persons ex- 
amined by the commissioners had secured ap- 
rointments. They also said that since the law 
went into effect there had been only six hun- 
dred changes in the departmental service out 
of six thousand persons subject to the civil 
service rules. 

A number of questions were put to the com- 
missioners, by members of the committee, re- 
garding the proposition to examine all persons 
who did not enter the civil service under the 
cperations of the law. Some ‘discussion also 
occurred as to the means best calculated {0 in- 
sure an equal distribution of appointments 
emong the states and territories, based upon 
their population, but without action the com- 
mittee adjourned hearing until next Wednes- 


day. 


THE NEW DEPARTMENT. 


The Secretary of Agriculture and Labor—His 
Duties. 

WASHINGTON. January 27.--The committee 
on agriculture of the house today agreed to 
accept the amendment proposed by the Jabor 
committee to Hatch’s bill, to enlarge the pow- 
ers ard duties of the department of agricult- 
ure, and ordered the bill to be favorably re- 
ported tothe house. As agreed upon in com- 
mittee, the bill provides for the estab- 
lishment of a department of agriculture 
and Isbor, under the supervision of a secretary 
of agriculture and labor, who shall be appoint- 
ed by the president and coniirmed by the sen- 
ate. The bill also provides forthe appoint- 
ment of an assistant secretary, and that the 
salaries of the new officers shall be at the 
same rate as those now paid to other officers 
of corresponding grade. The new section pre- 
sented for incorporation in the bill by the 
labor committee creates, in the department of 
agriculture and labor,a division which shall be 
under the charge of a commissioner of labor, 
who shall be appointed by the president, with 
advice and consent of the senate. Heis to 
hold oftice for four years, unless sooner 
removed, and receive a salary of 
“4,000 a year. The commissioner shall collect 
information upon the subject of labor and 
its relation to capital, hours of labor, earnings 
of laboring men and women, the means of 
promoting their material, intellectual and 
moral presperity,and the best means to protect 
life and prevent accidents in mines,workshops, 
factories and other places of in- 
dustry. Provisions is made for a 
chief clerk at 32,000 per annum, and 
other necessary employes. The secretary of 
agriculture and labor is empowered to in- 
quire into the causes of discontent which may 
exist between employers and employes within 
the United States, and he may invite and hear 
swoin statements from both parties concerning 
the matter in controversy. The secretary 
shall make areport to congress annually, upon 
the condition of labor in the United States; 
accompanied by such recommendations as he 
may deem important.

BOUTELLE’S BUNGLE. 


Sustain His 
ments, 
WASHINGTON, January 27.—Congressman 
Boutelle teday sought,but failed to obtain leave 
tolay formally before the house,and have print- 
ed in the Record, certain citations from olticial 
documents in support of his statement last 
week, relating to the destruction of the dry 
dock attho Norfolk navy yard. Congressman 
Wise, of Virginia, bad declared in reply that 
the dry dock had never been destroyed. The 
citations Mr. Boutelle offered are four in num- 
ber, of which the following is the substance: 

Major General John E. Wool; reported to the sec- 
retary of war, under date of Fortress, Monroe, 
May 21, 1562, that on the 11th he had visited the 
navy yard and “found all the workshops, store- 
houses and other buildings in ruins, having been 
set on fire by the rebels who, at the same time, 
partially blew up the dry dock.”’ 

Flag Ofticer L. M. Goldsborough, of the 
North Atlantic blockading squadron, reported 
on May 12, 1562 to the secretary of the navy 
that he had visited the navy yard while the 
property was still burning. He said: 

_ “Nearly everything is destroyed. Of the build- 
ings the officers’ quarters alone remained intact 

* * * The dock gates are all destroyed and the 
pier ends connected with the gates blown up toa 
artial degree, but otherwise the dock itself is un- 
Injured. 

The next day Admiral Goldsborough report- 

ed as follows: 
“Reports in the papers about the navy yard at 
Norfolk are utterly and entirely false. To have 
destroyed it more effectually than has been done, 
would have beena difficult task; essentially it is in 
utter ruins. 

Commodore Joseph Smith, chief of the 
bureau of yards and docks, in his annual re- 
port, said of the work at the Norfolk navy 
yard: 

The dry dock has been pumped out by the*aid of 
temperary pumps, so that its condition could be 
ascertained. 

The turning gates were destroyed andthe ma- 
sonry about them considerably injured to the 
depth of about twenty feet below the coping. The 
fioating gate was seriously injured by fire and pow- 
der. + + + * The masonry at the en- 
trance and below the poinis twenty feet from the 
coping appears to be injured. The steam engine 
for pumping out the dock was destroyed by the 
rebels, but the pumps were but slightly injared.’’ 


Thirty-seven Bodies Taken Out.

ALL. ON ONE SIDE. 


HOW THE OFFICES OF THE GOV- 
ERNMENT STAND. 


The Poetic View of Sinful Humanity, Which is 
Taken by the Administration—How the Pres- 
ent Supreme Court is Constituted, and 
How Hopeless is the Case, Etc. 


WASHINGTON, January 27.—[Special.]—It is 
bard not to admir e perfection with which 
the republicans during their long tenure of 
power carried out their plan for monopolizing 
the honors and patronage of the government. 
This peculiarity of that party stands out in 
special prominence when contrasted with the 
course of the present administration. The 
removal of the most insignificant official who 
is a republican iz accomplished only after 
long delay, and each performance of this 
kind appears to be a painful strain on the ex- 
ecutive and his entire cabinet. In some in- 
stances where ineiliciency and ‘‘offensive par- 
tisanship” have been demonstrated so clearly 
as to remove all reasonable doubt, the very fact 
that the delinquent is a republican is known to 
have pleaded in his behalf because the public, 
which looks only at resuits, might’ possibly 
construe his just removal to the account of 
political preference. Weare living in a time 
of political transcendentalism, and the admin- 
istration has taken a truly poetic view of sin- 
ful humanity. In the departments at Wash- 
ington there are now, on a low calculation, six 
republicans to one democrat. It is true that 
the 

« CIVIL SERVICE LAW 
is honestly respected, as it should be, but the 
quarrel is not that those are retained who are 
fairly sheltered under the wgis of this eutoys- 
an scheme, but that men who are guilty, ac- 
cording to its plain declarations are not sum- 
marily “fired.” I have known = sev- 
eral instances in which charges 
of misfeasance, und even malfeas- 
ance in office were disregarded by members of 
the cabinet whose elevation into the exalted 
realm of an ideal civil service, has made dim 
their discernment of the ordinary rascality of 
maukind. JI know no easier pillow on which 
an official head may rest than that supplied in 
a tenure of an ordinary ollice bestowed by the 
last administration andattacked by democratic 
aspirants under this. It really seems that the 
presumption is always in favorof the accused. 
In no department did republican shrewdness 
leave deeperand more permanent traces than 
in that, which is the most important of all, the 
judiciary. 
THE DEMOCRATIC FEDERAL JUDGES 

in this country cAn almost be counted on the 
fingers of one hand, Certainly they would not 
exhaust the digits of both hands. And the 
trouble is they are there tostay Theyseldom 
die and never resign. The court of courts sits 
under a democratic presideut with one judge 
of its pine in the same political faith as the ad- 
ministration. It may be said that judges have 
nothing to do with politics, and they should 
have nothing to do with its ordinary Oper- 
ations. But there is animpression on the 
minds of many people that some fundamental 
differences have divided the two partics. It 
has been believed that’ the republi- 

“aL party leaned toward a free 
construction of the constitution, was friendly 
to corporations, and favored liberal use of 
public funds in aid of private enterprises. The 
opposite position on these questions has gen- 
erally been assumed by the democrats. In 
this view of the case itis a serious matter as 
to the complexion of the tribunal which must 
decide any question touching those great in- 
terests. The only democrat on the bench is 
by ties of nature and association drawn to- 
ward a position on some.of these issues with a 
bias which his native‘honesty seems to have 
been strong enough to resist. To tasten their 
hold more securely on the supreme court 
many republicans urged Justice Bradley to 
retire just before President Arthur's term was 
cut, to make way for some younger successor 
of the same political faith. The old man de- 
clined to do so then, and there is no hope that 
he will get out of the way now. He is the 
only judge on the bench who has fulfilled the 
conditions precedent to retirementon full pay. 
He is over seventy years old, and has served 
more than ten years. He continues to serve, 
though be is seventy-three, with a regularity 
and a vigor not surpassed by any of his col- 
leagues, and betrays no symptonis of an inten- 
tion to seek serener scenes. 

Next to tough old Justice Bradley comes Jus- 
tices Millerand Field, who are about sixty- 
nine. Chief Justice Waite is sixty-eight. All 
the other justices are under sixty-six. Justices 
Giray, Matthews, Harlan and Woods are the 
youngest, in the order named, and all are men 
of fine physical strength. Itis very doubtful 
if President Cleveland will ever have the op- 
portunity of placing any democrat or mug- 
wump on the bench of the supreme court. 

A GOOD DFMOCRAT 

was lost to the house in the death of Represen- 
tative Rankin, of Wisconsin. He had held 
firm to the faith and done his party brave ser- 
vice When his state was hopelessly republican. 
As his district gave him over 6,000 majority 
at the last election, a democrat will probably 
be elected to succeed him, 

Most of our western allies, however, are in 
the house by narrow majorities, and must look 
sharp for their re-election or the success of the 
men nominated in their stead. About thirty 
democrats, most of them from western states, 
hold their present seats by majorities less than 
“0. The defeat of one more than two-thirds 
of these at the next election would make the 
next house republican. 

EX-SENATOR FARLEY, 

who died in California last Friday, broke his 
health if he did not bring on his death by the 
use of poisonous hair dye. He was a fine 
looking, large framed man, only fifty-seven 
years old when he died. When he entered the 
senate in 1579 his hair was iron gray and was 
very becoming to him. But he did not think 
so and persisted in changing it to a raven-like 
blackness with some sort of medical prepara- 
tion. .Its use was not felt 3%to be injurious for 
several years but just before his term 
expired he was prostrated with a strange affee- 
tion of the brain said to have been caused by 
this dye. He reappeared finally in the senate, 
very gray, emaciated, and looking ten years 
older. He was neverthe same managain. From 
Washington he returned to California, broken 
down and prematurely old and now it is all 
over with him. He wasa big hearted, social 
man who had many warm friends here.

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The Bond Not Yet In. 

WASHINGTON, January 27.—The bond of 
Mr. Canda, assistant treasurer at New York, 
did not reach the treasury today, as was ex- 
pected, and Treasurer Jordan is still detained 
in New York. This circumstance and the 
sickness of Assistant Treasurer Whelpley has 
considerably embarrassed the operations of the 
treasury for several days past. Mr. Canda’s 
bond is expected tomorrow, and that he can 
accordingly release Jordan Friday. 

Late this afternoon Canda’s bond was re- 
ceived, found to be satisfactory and approved. 
The president signed Canda’s commission, and 
it was forwarded him by special messenger 
this evening. Instructions were also sent to 
Canda to qualify at once, so as to be able to 
take formal possession of the sub-treasury to- 
merrow morning. 


The Schooner Went Down. 

WASHINGTON, January 27.—Thesignal corps 
station at Washweoeds, N. C., reports the 
American two masted schooner Jennie Beesley, 
with guano, from Clark’s cove to Wilmington, 
N. C., came ashore one mile north of the life 
saying station No. 7 at 7 p.m. yesterday. The 
vessel and cargo are a total loss, All hands, 
including one lady, were saved by the crew of 
the life station No. 7,

A‘Bill to Provide fer the Restoration of Offi- 
cers of the Army. 

WASHINGTON January 27.—The house com- 
mittee on military affairs today instructed Mr. 
Wheeler, of Alabama, to report favorably the 
bill introduced by him to authorize the presi- 
dent to restore officers tothe army in certain 
cases. 

The bill contains a long preamble reciting 
the action of the board of army officers con- 
vened by the president by order of April 12, 
Is7s, to examine intothe case of a late major- 
general of the United States volunteers, and a 
brevet .brigadier-general and colonel of the 
army, Who was tried by court- 
martial, and declaring that legislation 
is needed to enable the president to give effect 
tothe recommendations of such boards of 
army Officers, therefore that justice may be 
done, It is provided that wherever a board of 
army officers is convened by the presdent to 
examine into and report upon a case in which 
an officer ofthe army has been dismissed or 
cashiered from the service, and said board ree- 
ommends that the officer be restored to the ser- 
vice, president is authorized to nominate, and 
by and with the advice and consent of the sen- 
ate, to appoint said officer to a position in the 
army ofthe United States, of the same grade 
and rank, together with all the rights, titles 
and privileges held by him at the time he was 
dismissed or cashiered from the army. 

Section 2 provides that whenever the presi- 
dent restores an officer to the army,as provided 
‘n the first section of the act, he may, in his 
discretion, place said officer on the retired list 
of the army in the same grade as that to which 
he was appointed, the retired list being in- 
creased in number to that extent; and all con- 
flicting laws are suspended, so far as they are 
inconsistent with the provisions of this act; 
but this act shall not be construed as authoriz- 


ing pay, compensation or allowance in any case | 


prior to the appointment under the provis- 
ions of this act.

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THE SILVER DOLLAR. 


The Action of the Committee Yesterday 


Upon the Matter. 

WASHINGTON, January 27.—The house com- 
mittee on coinage, weights and measures to- 
cay began consideration of the silver question. 
The whole subject was discussed in an in- 
formal way,and while the members spoke 
more freely than heretofore, they did not state 
their views specifically, but in very general 
terms. The discussien took avery wide range. 
The following resolution wa; presented by Mr. 


Lanham, of Texas, during the session of the 
committee: 


Resolved, That it is the duty of the committee on 
coinage, weights and measures, at as carly a day as 
practicable, to report to the house a bill looking to 
the free colnage of standard silver dollars. 

Mr. Scott, of Pennsylvania. thereupon pre- 
sented as a substitution for this resolution the 
following: 

Resolved, As the 
the best interests of the conntry cannot be promot- 
cd by any bill before the comnittee, looking to 
the tree coinage of silver. 

Mr. Bynum, of Indiana, also presented a 
resolution on the subject, which read as fol- 
lows: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this committee 
thatthe laws regulating and providing for the 
issue of gold and silver certificates, should be so 
amended as to provide for the retirement of the 
same, and for the issue of ‘“‘coin’”’ certificates in 
their stead. 

No action was taken by the committee upon 
any of these resolutions, nor did they elicit 
distinct expression of views from any of the 
members. It was resolved that the question 
stould be further discussed: and opinions 
sought from different persons Mmaterested in the 
question until February 10th, when the com- 
mittee will proceed to consider the distinct 
propositions now before them.

THE OHIO LEGISLATURE. 


The Two Factions of the Senate in Confer- 
ence, 

CoL_umMeus, Ohio,January 27.—At 10:59 a. m. 
the democratic caucus sent a communication 
to the republican caucus committee, asking 
that they submit their proposition fur a con- 
ference in writing, setting forth the leading 
objects of the same. 

The repulican senate received during the 
lay, an informal message from the conference 
committee that they would be unable to com- 
plete their work by four o’clock, p. m. There 
then seemed to be a mutual understanding 
that the joint senate would be adjourned to 
that hour, in order to give the committee fur- 
ther time. The compromisespirit has a strong 
hold, and all appeared to be willing that hos- 
tilities should be suspended for the purpose of 
a conference,

THE MINISTRY RESOLVED TO RE- 
SIGN. -

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Mr. Gladstone Sends a Note to Lord Hartington by 
the Hand of Mrs. Gladstone—What the Besult 
May Be-The Latest Developments 
in the Greek Question, Btc. 


Lonpo', January 27.—The defeat of the 
government last night has left all political 
parties in the house. of commons in a state of 
chaos, and may result in the dissolution of 
parliament and an appeal te the country. 

The Dublin Freeman's Journal is jabilant 
over the defeat of the government and says: 

The action of the leaders of the national 
league in defeating the government empha- 
sizes the fact that there is a new force in poli- 
tics, which parliament has to consider. 

The Irish Times says Parnellites rely for 
help on Mr. Gladstene alone. They believe 
that he will make them an offer looking to 
the settlement of the Irish question. 

Mr. Gladstone held a conference this after- 
noon with Lord Granville, in relation to the 
resumption of office by the hberals. 

The maiquis ef Salisbury will have an inter- 
view today with W. H. Smith, who was yester- 
day sworn in as chief secretary for Ireland. 
A meeting of the cabinet will also be held to- 
day, after which the ministers will proceed to 
Osborne, to place their resignations in the 
habds of the queen. The crisis excites but 
little interest among the general public. Every- 
thing is quiet. and commercial and financial 
markets but slightly weaker. 

The meeting of the cabinet today lasted an 
hour. The situation was fully discussed. and 
it was resolved that the ministers should at 
once resign. The marquis of Salisbury sent a 
special messenger to Oshorne toinform the 
queen of the decision of the cabinet. 

The Pall Mall Gazette, commenting on the 
fact that the official record shows that Hart- 
ington and Goschen, both liberals, voted with 
the government on the division last night on 
Collings’s land allotment amendment, declares 
that their desertion of the liberals in the di- 
visicn completely disbars the queen from en- 
trusting either of them with the work of 
forming a new ministry. The Gazette further 
says that Hartington may possibly return te 
private life. The conservatives rely upon the 
dissensions in the liberal ranks to prevent 
Gladstone from forming a durable cabinet.

the Mexicans andthe Keds, 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jawuary 27.

San Francisco, January 27.—A telegram 
received at Presidio today, from Fort Bewie, 
Arizcna, signed General Crook, gives the con- 
tents of a dispatch received by the latter from 
J.jieutenant Mans, dated Nocori, 
Senora, Mexico, Jannary %21.—It states that 
the troops under Captain Crawford, on Janu- 
ary 11th, surrounded and attacked an Indian 
camp fifty miles-southeast of Nocori. Two 
hours’ running fight took place, and a 
number of Indians were wounded, 
but all escaped. The hostiles 
sent word that they wished to hold a confer- 
ence. While the troops were in camp await- 
ing the time fixed fora conference, they were 
attacked by 154 Mexican soldiers. Efforts 
were made to let them know that the troops 
were Americans and friends. Captam Craw- 
fordand Lieutenant P. Maus advanced to talk 
with them, when «a volley was fired. Craw- 
ford was shot in the head, and Horn, the in- 
terpreter, was slightly wounded in the left 
arm. The Mexican fire was returned by the 
scouts of the Crawford command, but was only 
sufficient to keep the Mexicans at a distance. 
The firing lasted half an hour, when Lieuten- 
ant Maus succeeded in having atalk with the 
cflicer in counmmand of the Mexican troops, 
their captain having been killed. He was told 
that the Americans were taken for hostiles, 
owing to the darkness. Crawford was mortal- 
ly wounded.

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AN ENGINEER'S STORY. 


The Thrilling Experience of a Ride During 
the War, 

The following curious story of the late 
Governor Stephens is printed in the NewYork 
Times over the signature of “Halston.

Georgian Views. 

Editor Charles E. Smith, of the Wash- 
ington (Wilkes county) Chronicle recently 
addressed a circular to the members of the 
democratic executive committee of the state, 
asking their opinion of the civil service law. 
They were asked if they are pleased with 
the operations of the law ; if, in their belief, 
it will be helpful or hurtful to the demo- 
cratic party ; and whether they would favor 
a vote for its repeal, 

Mr. Dupont Guerry replies that he has not 
given the subject suflicient consideration to 
arrive at any satisfactory conclusion, and 
cannot, therefore, express an opinion. Mr. 
W. Daniel, while he believes that offices at 
the disposal of the administration ought to 
be given to honest, capable and intelligent 
{democrats at the earliest practicable time, is 
nevertheless of the opinion that the party 
as a whole should sustain the president in 
bis patriotic purpose of giving to the whole 
country a pure and upright administration. 

Mr. Robert Whitfield says he is not pleased 
with the civil service law, and he does not 
see how it can possibly strengthen and build 
up the democratic party. At the same time, 
he is not prepared to say that he would favor 
its repeal at the present time by the demo- 
cratic party. -In such a matter he would be 
willing to defer to the judgment of the dem- 
ocratie members of congress. Mr. J. H. 
Fstill says that ‘‘asarule’’ he is pleased 
with the operation of the civil service law, 
though he thinks the regulations might be 
somewhat modified. He is inclined to think 
the law will be helpful to the party ‘‘event- 
ually,’’ and for that reason he would not 
like to see it repealed by the democratic 
members of congress. 

Mr. F. M. Longley says that he is not 
pleased with the operations of the civil ser- 
vice Jaw. He is sure that it is not helpful 
to the democratic party, and he favors a re 
peal. Mr. J. L. Sweat is neither pleased nor 
displeased with the operations of the law, 
but he thinks that a proper enforcement of 
the law would not be hurtful to the demo- 
cratic party. Mr. John S&S. Candler is not 
pleased with the operations of the law and 
will not be until the two parties are at least 
fairly represented at the public crib. If the 
promise to ‘‘turn the rascals out,’’ a promise 
that was fully made in the last campaign, 
and on which the democrats went into 
power, is to be broken, Mr. Candler is of 
the opinion that men of average mind and 
understanding will conclude that there is 
very little difference between the two par- 
ties. Mr. K. H. Davis thinks that, as the 
eivil service law was introduced by a demo- 
ocrat and became a law through the agency 
of the democratic party, the best thing to do 
is to give it a full and fair trial, and if it is 
found to be a bad law then it should be re- 
pealed. He is of the opinion that President 
Cleveland’s administration is worthy of all 
confidence so fur. 

The longest as well as the ablest reply 
comes from Mr. Walter G. Charlton, of Sa- 
vannah. It is a reply that covers the whole 
ground. It issuggestive, forcible, clear and 
conclusive. We have not space to synopsize 
it here, but we shall take occasion to give 
our readers the benefit of its incisiveness. 
We may say, however, that Mr. Charlton 
regards the law, as at present administered, 
as un-American in results and hurtful to the 
efficiency of the public service.

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LOST IN THE GREAT STORM. 


Search for the Dead on the Plains—A Sad 
Story. 
From the New York Sun. 

SYRACUSE, Kansas, January 20.—A trip on 
horseback over these plains on snch a day as this, 
when the sun shone brightly and the air was crisp 
and bracing, is not an unpleasant experience, un- 
less its object be such as that which has kept the 
settlers hereabouts busy for a week or more—the 
search for victims of the storm. Although there 
have been many colder days in Kansas than those 
experienced during the recent blizzard, there never 
was afiercer wind nor a more blinding and cut 
ling snow. Flor days it seemed as thaygh the earth 
was wrapped in yapor, and objects not fifty feet 
away were not distinguishable. 

When the storm snbsided and the intense cold 
had moderated sufliciently to make it safe for men 
to venture out, reports were received of many fa- 
talities, and since that time men have been busily 
at work scouring the plains in search of possible 
victims of the blast, and for the purpose of visiting 
remote habitations and relieving distress. Riding 
yesterday in the face of a keen northwest wind 
that scoured the prairie bare in some places, and 
in others polished the heaped up masses of snow 
nntil they looked: like brightest silver, a resen- 
ibg pPaity Came upon a little plain board shanty 
about twenty miles west of here, that told plainly 
enough that death was within.

PROVIDENCE, Rt. I., January 27.—The sec- 
ond trial of the Narragansett Indian, Henry 


#8. Proudfitt, for the murder,of Elizabeth 
Sent July 2ist, 1385, is going on. Proudfitt 
pith three small children, lived in a small 
tent in Burgess Grove.

The elder two of his children, 
being questioned, swore positively to seeing 
their father strike the woman on the head 
withaelub. The third child was deemed too 
young to testify. After a long trial the jury 
ailed to agree on a verdict. After a_ brief 
pening of the case by the state attorney,Med- 
cal Examiner Hunt, who viewed the body,was 
led for the stste and submitted to a rigid 
oss-examination. He testified that Charles 
haw, who lived in the tent with the prisoner,

Two Young Men Disguised as Indians are 
United by a’Squire—Sued for Damages. 

LUMBERTON, N. C., January 27.—A lawsuit 
justentered here brings to light an extraor- 
dinary marriage performed early last week in 
a neighboring township. ‘Squire James Bilsop 
was called on some time since by John Trant, 
a Croatan Indian, who solicited his services to 
marry him to an Indian girl. The ’squire 
stipulated to perform the ceremony Monday 
evening about dark. While in a group of 
young men a few days later he mentioned the 
interview, and said it was the first time in his 
experience of twenty-one years that he had 
been called on to perform the marriage cere- 
mony for Indians. 

Just after dark Monday night two young 
men, one of them dressed as a woman, came 
to the squire and asked to be married, saying 
they were the Indians. The squire came out 
with a lamp in hand and the wind extin- 
guished it. One of the party then said: “We 
are in a hurry; don’t matter about the light; 
marily us in the dark.’’ The squire at Iirst 
demurred, but the man said: “I'll pay you 35,; 
we are in a big hurry.” Squire Bilsop then 
performed the ceremony briefly. When it was 
over he asked for the license and fee, where- 
upon the young man laughed, and after te!l- 
ing him how he had been sold ran off. The 
next day he demanded $5, which they refused 
to pay. The third day he was ill of pneumo- 
nia, and had a narrow escape. He isstill con- 
fined to his bed. Yesterday he instituted suit 
against Davis Furneyhough and Richard 
Roach for $1,000 damages.

Mrs. Pierce, the Wife of the Rich Texan, Killed in 
the Georgia Pacific Accident, in Atlanta and 
Identifies the Body—A Lady From 
Texas Also Claims the Remains. 


Mr. Walter R. Brown has just been retained 
ina big law suit which promises some €x- 
tremely lively and sensational developments. 

The legal fightin whieh Mr. Brown will 
soon be engaged will be a kind of @ triangular 
battle. 

Two women are now seeking to establish 
that they were beth the lawfal wife of the 
same man at th e time, and both are try- 
ing to recover damages against’ a railroad for 
the death of the man they claim &s husband, 

The man who has stjrred up this legal strife 
was J. W. Pierce, the Texas stock dealers who 
traded 

A CAR LOAD OF TEXAS PONIES 
for the white mare, Gypsy, and was after- 
warcs killed in the terrible collision on the 
Georgia Pacific road at the seventeen mile 
tank. 

The story is full of thrilling, sensational 
roints, 

Several weeks before the never-to-be-for- 
gotten collision be¥ween the Georgia Pacific 
and the East Tennessee trains at the Seven- 
tecn mile tank a long, lean, lank stock dealer 
came to Atlanta with several car loads of 
ponies, and putting them up at W. O. Jones’s 
stable, gave hismame as J. W. Pierce, and 
claimed?Los Angelos, Tex., as his home. 

Pierce proved himself a sharp, shrewd 
trader; and disposed of his ponies to a good ad- 
vantage. He was also a genial companion, and 
made many friends in Atlanta. He talked of 
Texas and about Texas until everybody who 
heard him 

BECAME THOROUGHLY INOCULATED 
with the Texas fever. He spoke of his three 
ranches and his stock on them, and said that 
Gipsy would be a fortuneto him. Pierce 
created the impression that he was worth con- 
siderable money. 

When Vierce left Atlanta on the ill-fated 
train am hour or two before the accident, he 
parted with his Atlanta friends saying that he 
would be back in a few weeks with more 
ponies. But that night he was killed and the 
uextday his body was brought into Atlanta. 
It was taken to Swift’s place, where it re- 
mained for a week awaiting the arrival of 
Picree’s son, who had been notified by tele- 
graph of the old man’s death. The son, how- 
ever, failed to come for the body, and at the 
end of the week the remains were laid to rest 
in Westview cemetery. 

Yesterday the body was exhumed and then 
again buried, 

WHAT IS HIS NAME, 

Several days after Pierce’s death Mr. Walter 
tt. Brown received a letter trom Congressman 
Peelle, cf Indianapolis, Indiana. In the letter 
Congressman Peelle said that he had reason to 
believe that J. W. Picree, the Texas stockman, 
who was killed in the collision, was J. Pierce 
Weaver, of Indiana, and that if such was the 
case, Mrs. Weaver, his wife, a resident of In- 
j wouid like to know it. 
Brown made a careful investi- 

ition of the matter and in doing so gathered 

) acenrate description of Pierce. He then 
forwarded his information to Indianapolis,and 
in a few davs received an answer, saying that 
Mrs. Weaver identified Pierce as her husband. 
Mr. Brown was then retained as Mrs. Weaver's 
attorney, and was instructed to proceed against 
the railroads in asuit for damage, and to re- 
cover what money the man had when he died. 
At the same time Mrs. Weaver 

TOOK OUT LETTERS OF ADMINISTRATION 
on Weaver or Pierce’s estate, and a corres- 
pondence between her and Mr. Brown ensued. 
In the course of that correspondence Mrs. 
Weaver informed Mr. Brown that she had not 
seen her husband but onee in twoor three 
years, because he had been in Texas. 

The disclosure of Pierce’s dual name created 
somewhat of. a surprise among Atlanta 
friends. However, the double name act was 
soon explained. 

About the same time that Mr. Brown heard 
from Indianapolis, Me Gartrell and Lad- 
sen received a letter from Mrs. J. W. Pierce in 
Texas,'in which she claimed to be the wife of 
the dead man. ‘This Jetter. like the one Mr. 
Brown received, contained statements which 
convinced every one who real them that the 
writer knew the dead man well. Mes. Pierce 
instructed the attorneys with whom she was 
corresponding, tosuethe roadon which Mr 
Pierce was killed, and they are now doing so.

HER STORY TOLD. 

‘James Pierce Weaver and I,” she said, 
‘were married in (‘hicago on the 25th of Feb- 
urary, 1576. The Rev. J. P. Gulliver, pastor 
of the new Congregational church, performed 
the ceremony, and we then went back to Indi- 
avapolis. My husband was an undertaker and 
did well. About Iss? he sold out everything 
and with =8,000 in money started to Texas to 
buy a ranch. I sewed the money in his clothes 
before he leftand I knew what he had. He 
said he'd get a good ranch and send 
for me. Well, after he was gone 
awhile heard from him in 
Fort Worth. He wrote me that he was going 
to buy a botel, and afterwards that he had 
changed his mind and would buy a ranch 
Well, after he had been gone quite awhile I 
heard that he was running the hotel in Fort 
Worth, and that he was living with a woman 
aud going uncer the name of J. W. Pierce. 
went to Fort Worth and found this to be true, 
and I prosecuted him.

and I went back home. Afterward wrote 
me that he had broken away from the wom in 
and that he would buy a ranch and send for 
ve.

Talk With a Man Who Knows the Moon- 


shiners. 

“Our life is a hard one.” 

The speaker was Newt McDonald, deputy 
United States marshal. He is one of the best 
in the service, and when he goes out he gets in 
his work. 7 

Mr. McDonald sports a set of auburn side 
whiskers—regular Presbyterians. He is al- 
ways ready for a raid, but the boys say he ties 
his whiskers up in papers before going ont. 

“Yes.”’ continued the gentleman, ‘we have a 
hard time of it. I have crawled on my stom- 
ach many a night for more than half a mile, 
trying toslip up on the moonshiners, Il ex- 
pected to be shot every minute. It is not a 
pleasant business hunting moonshiners, and 
vet there is something about it which is pecal- 
iarly fascinating. What do you think of lay- 
ing out in the woods all night when it is rain- 
ing, sleeting or snowing?” 

“How?” 

“During our last cold spell when old Hazen 
tried to transplant the north pole in this 
neighborhood, I was out in the woods. It 
was cold enough to freeze my toe nails off, but 
I kept warm by rolling overand over. I 
havn't drank any liquorin many years but if 
I could have got held of it that night I think 
I would bave downed it.
